Decrease Is Shown 


In Benefit Claims 


New claims for benefits filed by 
unemployed work ers in the Salem 
area, comprising N orthern Colum­ 
biana county, decreased to 15 d ur­ 
ing Septem ber, a drop of 76.9 per 
cent from August. 
This trend was in k eeping w ith 
the situation over the entire state 
in which new claims fell to an all- 
time low of 6,664, a decrease oi 41 
per cent from August, according to 
a report issued today by A rthur S. 
Johnston, deputy of the Bureau of 
Unemployment Com pensation here 
and m anager ol the Salem Em ­ 
ployment Security center. 
The num ber of week s of unem ­ 
ployment for which benefits were 
pa,d in this area during Septem ber 
was 476, w ith benefits totaling $5,- 
68 8 .34, a decrease cf 49 3 per cent 
frcm August. Benefits cf $724,514.09 
were paid throughout Ohio, a de­ 
crease of 27 per cent from Au­ 
gust. 
Johnston 
quoted 
A dm inistrator 
Herschel C. Atk inson of the bureau 
as attributing the state-w ide de­ 
crease in benefits to the steadily 
m ounting dem and for work ers and 
the tightening of restrictions by 
the bureau in allowing benefits to 
any unemployed persons who tail 
to accept other employment. 
The average week ly num ber of 
unemployed persons receiving bene­ 
fits in this area during Septem ber 
*as 131. For the state the average* 
was 14,8 15 per week , a drop of 25 
per cent from August.

desperate effort to biuut and defeat 
the latest Nazi assault, now in Its 
sixth day. 
Earlier reports had placed the

in the

city In the northern factory area 
and it was assumed tha t the new 
G erm an gain was registered herp. 
“Hundreds of enemy dead were 
left in the street and 18 tank s were 
k nock ed out,” the m id-day com ­ 
munique said.

porting the G erm an assault were 
brought down by Red air force 
pilots and anti-aircraft fire, the 
communique said.

reactions. 
The University of Chicago presi­ 
dent contends it Is possible to com­ 
plete general education at the age 
cf 20 by ’l.ing his “6-4-4" plan. 
Under this, the student spends six 
years In grade school, four in Junior 
high and high schools and four in 
college. 
Interviewed at last week ’s state 
departm ent of education conference. 
Buck eye rchool officials expressed 
these views: 
Kenneth C. Ray , Ohio dtrtctor o t 
education: “If the war continues 
for 
a period’ of years, naturally" 
there wifi be efforts to get rid of 
non-essentials in education. 
Leis­ 
urely cours*« m ight have to go 
But any radical change in pro­ 
cedure 
should 
be 
given 
careful 
,’tudy. A student can absorb cnly 
according to his m ental capacity.’’ 
H. C. Pendrv, Athens city super­ 
intendent 
of 
schools: 
"H utchins 
proposal sem is a very Intelligent 
attem pt to mak e the adjustm ents 
that are necessary in this em er­ 
gency. 
And 
incidentally, 
despit« 
statem ents of college adm inistrators, 
I have a feeling there are a great 
many boys in college to escape tne 
draft."
